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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment(s) will not be entered because they raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The proposed amendment(s) will not be entered because they are not deemed to place the application in 
better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. The proposed amendment includes limitations not 
previously examined. Applicants argue that support for the limitation "a matched normal tissue sample" may be found at page 15, lines 
14-16, which discloses The level of GDF-5 in the suspect cell can be compared with the level in a normal cell to determine whether the 
subject has a GDF-5-associated cell proliferative disorder." Applicants' arguments have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The phrase "a matched normal tissue sample" implies some sort of matching, which could be with respect to either patient 
sex, race, age, etc. However, the specification does not support such matching. The term "matched normal tissue sample" in claim 2 is 
a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "matched normal tissue sample" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of 
the scope of the invention. It is unclear how to construe the "matched normal tissue sample" with respect to the skeletal tissue 
specimen. The term "matched normal tissue sample" implies that the skeletal tissue specimen is abnormal. However, the claims do not 
require such.
